Norfork, Va., Jan. 31 -The story 
of how 43 souls went down to death 
in chilly waters of the Atlantic when 
the liner Nantucket ramed and .sank 
the Reamer Monroe ei.rly Friday, 
was brought to port tonight by 91 
survivors of the sunken ship's pas- 
sengers, rescued and brought to 
shore by the Nantucket. It was a 
story of awful and sudden death, 
sweeping out of tha dark and fog, 
and taking nnawares the doomed 
half hundred with the heaviness of 
sleep still upon them. It told how 
the stricken Monroe, with her side 
gored deep by the knifelike steel 
prow of the Kantucket, filled rapid- 
ly, rolled over on her side, and in a 
few minutes turned complotely over 
and plunged to the bottom, carry- 
ing with her the illfated possaugers 
and members of the crew who had 
failed to get dear of the wreck.

The Fiscal Court will hold its reg- 
ular monthly meeting to-daj- and 
among the matters to be called to 
ita attention will be the matter of 
establishing a tuberculosis hospital 
or s;initoriuni, as voted f(ir by the 
people last fall by a large majority. 

The General Assembly of 1912 
pa.ssod an act authorizing the ap- 
intment of a commission to deal 
with tuberculosis in the state. Sec- 
tion 6 provider that districts may be 
created consisting of one or more 
counties by the Fiscal Courts, or the 
)ef)ple may themselves order it as 
was done last fall when the vote was 
in favor of making Christian county 
into a district. 

When this has been done the act 
further provides: 

Sec. 8— The result of any county 
or district election shall be certified 
to the Fiscal Court of sodi eounte 
* • • and said Fiscal Court, if tKe 
result of said election be certified to 
it or them as in favor of the establish- 
ment of such district, shall forthwith 
proceed to declare such county • • 
a district for the establishment of a 
sanitarium for the treatment of 
tuberculosis, and shall proceed to 
put same into effect • * • and the 
cost and expenses of erectitin and 
maintenance shall folk w in all man- 
ner the same as h(; rein above provid* 
el. 

Sec. 9 -Upon the creatim of a 
tuberculosisdistrict. the Fiscal Court 
of the county • • • shall at once 
notify the Kentucky Boardof Tuber- 
culosis Commissioners of the estab* 
lishment of such district, and there 
upon it shall be the duty of the Ken- 
tucky Board of Tuberculosis Com- 
missioners to recommend to the 
county judge • • the appointment 
of suitable i-ersMns for such Distriet 
Board of Ti ustees. 
Other provisions are: 
The district board shall consist of 
7 persona, men and women, at least 
one of whom shall be a physician. 

The Commission shall recommend 
14 names to the County Judge, one- 
half to be appointed. 

The State Commission selects the 
site for the sanitorium. 

The government of same shall rest 
intheBoanI of Trustees, who shall 
be a body corporate. 

The Fiscal Court is reipiired to 
provide funds for the erection of a 
building and "shall further make a 
levy for the maintenance of said hi- 
stitution." 

The members of the Board receive 
no compensation.

The Commission Bill. 

Them asure which was agreed up- 
on by reprt'^entalive fitizon.s of the 
third class cities in the conference 
at Henderson for a eommission gov- 
ernment of third class cities, pro- 
vides a few changes in the bill in- 
troduced in the house by Hon. John 
C. Duffy, of Hopkinsville. 

One of these changes is a reduction 
of the number of commissioners 
from five to three, which is a com- 
mendable change, because there na- 
turally wou'd be more friction among 
five commissionert than among titrte, 
No better administration of tiie city's 
affairs could be had with five than 
three, therefore economy would sug- 
gest three instead of five. The 
measure also provides that mayors 
elwtt'd for a term of four years are 
to be ex-otticio members of the board 
of comndasionen tUI their tnraM ex- 
pire. 

Two commissioners are to be elect- 
ed- in the first eloctioti to beheld 
November, 1915. The one receiving 
the highest number of votes is to 
serve four years and the other two 
years. Commissioners to succeed 
the mayor and the short term com- 
missioner are to be elected in 1917 
for tanaaef four years and there- 
after e'ections are to be held every 
two >riirs, two one time and one the 
other. This plan of havioR a part 
of the board to hold over each time 
was propoeed by the Ownuboro 
delegates. All city officers and em- 
ployes are to be appointed by the 
commission and compensation fixed 
by the board. A proviso allows the 
police Judges and in the present third 
class cities the prosecuting attorneys 
elected by the people to serve out 
their terms extending till 1918, after 
which these offices are abolished as 
elective oilleee.' 

The mea.sure provides that a third 
class city may submit the proposition 
to a vote of the people as to whether 
or not the change to eommission 
government ^lall be made. As that 
I)Uts the matter s(iuaiely uj) to the 
people, there can be no objection to 
the passage of the bill, because no 
third elsM city makes tiie change un- 
til a maiority of its voters declare 
for it at tha polls. This is a people's 
governmoat, and they should nut be 
denied the right to govern them- 
selves as tli^ may deem for their 
own best interests, even though the 
interests of the i)eople may conflict 
with the interests of the political 
maehiaea.— Owanibero laqnirer.

During the past 10 or 15 years there 
has been a great awakening of inter- 
est in tho subject of seed selection and 
breeding as applied to our greut gen- 
eral farm crops, cHpecially corn, cot- 
ton, tobacco, wheat, oats and otlier 
crops of wide distribution and cultiva- 
tion. One reason for this awakening 
is that the land on which these crops 
are grown has Increased In value to a 
Tery marked extent and It is neces- 
sary to increase the production per 
acre and improve the. iiuulity of tho 
crops in order to mako tarminp prolii- 
aljle. In high priced land It i.s in i es- 
sary to grow more productive <rop!4 
than formerly if one Ih to malte a n a- 
sonable piolll on tiie presi ut iiivebt- 
ment. 

Another reason for tho avsakened 
interest in Beeed selection and bn id- 
ing lies in tho fact that in the wee 
tions where crops liave been grown 
for a considerable time the varieties 
produced on these lands your after 
year, where no seed selection or 
breeding lias been praciitid, have 
tended to run out and become un- 
profitable.

Lexington, Ky., Jan 'M —Three 
recorda were broken Friday on the 
Lexington tobaeco marlcet when a 
basket brought $43 the hundred, 
when 1,150,000 pounds were sold in 
one day, and the entire crop of Hor- 
ace Davis and M. Waite, eomprisinff 
8,296 ponnda, and from which the 
hijfh-priced basket was taken, aver- 
aged i23.30 the hundred, the highest 
price obtained for an entire crop 
this season. To-day'a aalea of 1,160,- 
000 pounds, were the higheet ever 
made in one day on any loose-leaf 
tobacco market in the world.
